if thou wouldeſt liſten to its Voice, would 
with Faithfulneſs witneſs againſt thee, for 
thy vile Converſation, thy Drunkennels, thy 
Swearing, thy Abuſing of Women, and 
many of thy ſaid Practices, as well during 
thy Reſidence at Oxford, where thou ought- 
teſt to have been an Inſtructor of Youth, and 
a Teacher of Vertue, as in Staffordſhire, 
Worceſterſhire, and other Places, where thy 
Name is become a Stink in the Noſtrils of

thou art worthy of Rebuke; for thou haſt 
not moved the People of the Land unto 
Peaceable Things, and to live quiet and 
peaceable Lives in all Godlineſs and Honeſty, 
but thou haſt moved to Wrath, to Strife, 

| and to all that is Contentious among Men, 
wherein thou haſt exceeded all that have 
gone before thee ; neither hath any brought 
the Execution of Juſtice upon themſelves 
with more juſt Demerit, than thou haſt, al- 
beit they have paſs d out of the Body there- 
fore, and thou remaineſt for a while. 
Plainly, Henn, the Land hath been long 
-.aMiQed, by reaſon of the Violence of thy 
Evil Tongue; for thou ſpeakeſt Words of 
Bitterneſs in the Houſe of Worſhip, and ex- 
alteſt thyſelf againſt thy Rulers in the High- 
Place of the City; for this it hath pleaſed 
the Lord to Rebuke thee; for the whole 
Congregation ſpake with one Voice againſt 
thee, and the Aſſembly of the Nobles, the 
Princes, and the Elders Condemned thee; 
how beit thou hearknedſt not unto the Voice 
of Correction; they Reproved thee, but 
thou waſt not Reproved, but thou hardneſt 
thy Face as Braſs, and thy Heart as a ne- 
ther Millſtone, and thou ſpeakeſt in the Ears 
of the People, that thou wer't Righteous; 


whereas 
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whereas they who judg'd in the Gates, faw 


that thou wer't Vile, yea, more Vile than 
thoſe whom thou had'ſt reproved. 
Nevertheleſs, Mercy was ſhewn thee in 
the Days of the Reign of Aune the Queen, 
who being a Woman, was moved to have 


Compaſſion on thee; being deluded by os 


Tongue, ſpeaking borrowed Words, whic 
albeit they were Words of Deceit and 
Falſhood, yet prevailed on the merciful In- 


firmities of the {aid Queen, and ſhe was de- 


ſirous to have ſaved thee from Shame. 
But thou exalted thy Head, and liſted'ſt 


up thyſelf as a Guiltleſs Perſon, cauſing thy- 


ſelf to rejoice in the Sentence of the Nobles, 
as if it had been a Deliverance, and taking 


to thyſelf vile Perſons like unto thyſelf, thou 


raiſedſt a Sedition in the City, and caſting 
Terror into the People, thou did'ſt, with vi- 
olent Hands, fall upon the Synagogues of 
thy Brethren, cauſing much ſpoil. 

Nay, Henry, for in this thou wer't guilty 
of Treaſon, and oughteſt to have been car- 
ry'd out of the City, and to have been ſtonꝰ'd 
with Stones unto the Death; Howbeit, tlie 
Ruler of thy People ſhewed thee Mercy, 
and even extended her ſaid Mercy to thoſe, 
who having been drawn in by thee to com- 
mit Violence, were laid held of by the Sol- 
diers, and who having deſerved to die, were 
ſpared, that innocent Blood might not lie

upon thee; for verily, had the Righteous 
Sentence of Death, whereto they were 
brought by the Laws of the Land, been 
Executed, and they had been put to Death, 
their Blood had been upon thy Head, and 
thou had'ſt been the Cauſe thereof; for 
thou waſt the Raiſer of the ſaid Sedition ; 
having by falſe Speeches perſwaded the 
People that thou had'ſt been a juſt Man, 
and thou were'tfallen upon, being Guiltleſs; 
and not only ſo, but that the Nobles and 
Elders of the Land had taken Council 
againſt the Temple of the Lord; all which 
Things were deviſed in thine own Heart, 
being nothing ſo in Truth; neither had 
they taken Council for Evil, but for Good, 
to puniſh thee according to thy Ways, and 
to prevent the reſt of thy Tribe from teach- 
ing Sedition among the People.

But this was not all ; for thy Pride and 
the Naughtineſs of thy Heart hath cauſed 
thee to commit greater Wickedneſſes than 
thoſe; for thou wenteſt through the Cities

Riot; by which means thou deceived'ft 


much People, gathering to thyſelf Sons of 
Belial in every City, following thee, and 
crying Hoſannah, and ſaying, Bleſſed is he 


who cometh in the Name of the Church ; 
whereas plainly, Hexry, thou knoweſt that 
thou cameſt in the Name of Sat han, and 


no other, being ated by the unclean Spi- 


rit of Rage, Malice, Perſecution, Pride 


and Envy, which is ofthe Devil, and tend- 
eth to runden. id 
Moreover, thou art taxed with Subtilty 
and Equiyocation, delivering thyſelf in de- 
ceitful Words, that thy People might be 
deceived thereby; ſpeaking Sentences of 
doubtful Interpretation, that ſo thon may'ſt 
reſerve the Meaning thereof, as might belt 
ſerve thy wicked Purpoſes: For thou deny- 
eſt that the People called Difent ers are Lo- 
lerated by Law, to uſe their own! Way of 
Worſhip, and wilt have it only, that mY 
are protected from Violence; ſo that the 
ais Which have obtained the Name of

Neither haſt thou 
yet been able to ſignify to thy People what 
Church, or what Religion thy Church is 

in Danger from: It ſeemeth plain unto me 
that thou art not afraid of the Popiſh 
Church, as it is call'd, neither canſt thou 
alledge that the Land of thy Nativity is 
in Danger of Popery, while the King who 
is on the Throne liveth.

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True it is, Henn, and Woe unto thee 
therefore, that while the Expectation of 
the Stranger was among the People, and 


his Intereſt ſeem'd too much to prevail, 
there might be ſome Reaſon to think of the 


Evil Days of Perſecution, and of the Ruin, 
not of thy Church only, but of all the 
Lord's People in this Land, on that Ac-

Theſe Things, Henn, diſcover the
